Please enter the following response on the record in response to the Notice of Non- 
Compliance mailed December 7, 2009. 

The Examiner states that "The claims contain text that is underlined that was previously 
added". § 4(E). After close scrutiny, it was apparent that Claim l(a)(ii) and Claim 9(a)(ii) 
improperly retained an underlined "comma" immediately following 'fluorescent dye'. This 
underlining has been removed in the revised clam set below. Additionally, the close scrutiny 
also revealed that subparagraphs (c) and (d) of Claim 9 had been inadvertantly combined. The 
Applicants have also reformatted Claim 9 such that subparagraph (d) is now properly recited.
